THX WRONG POLICY 


F THERE HAS BEEN A TENDENCY IN 
the United States 


~ —-years gone by to discourage 

loud speaking about the country’s difficulties, that 
can not be said to be the governing principle of the 
Washington government t6-day. Well-known people, 
men and women, have been conscripted for service at 
the microphone, and in all their utterances, their ap¬ 
peals for aid for those unfortunate enough to be with¬ 
out employment, there is the plain confession by impli¬ 
cation that the fiscal policy which the United States 
has followed in the last few years has failed. 

As The Vancouver Daily Province aptly puU 
it: “The moral and the lesson of the hard times is 
that nationalistic policies are not enough. The dead¬ 
lock in the world is a deadlock of international trade. 
The problems of the nations, which come home to 
their populations in unemployment and financial crises 
and the threat of collapse, are essentially international. 
They are war debts and reparations and dislocated 
credit systems and depreciated currencies and stagna¬ 
tion of trade. . . . Nationalism has not been enough.” 

We can turn back to the report of the Wiggin 
Committee, the body which met at Basle some time 
ago to deal with the subject of international credits, 
and of which Mr. Albert H. Wiggin, chairman of 
the board of governors of the Chase National Bank 
group, was the head. Two paragraphs from that 
document bear repeating: 

We would point out that the case of Oermany 
provide# the most forcible Illustration of the (act 
that In recent years the world has been endeavor¬ 
ing to pursue two. contradictory policies, In per¬ 
mitting the development of an International finan¬ 
cial system which Involves the annual payment of 
large sums by debtor to creditor countries, while 
at the same time putting o be tec lea In the way of 
free movement of goods. 

80 long as these obstacles remafft. such Im¬ 
poverishment of capital must necessarily throw the 
world's financial balance out of equilibrium. Plnon- 
' clal remedies will be powerless to restore the world's 
economic prosperity until there Is a radical change 
in this policy of obstruction, and International com¬ 
merce—on which depends the programme of civil¬ 
isation—la allowed to resume Its natural develop¬ 
ments. 

There it e lesson for Canada in the present con¬ 
dition of the world and the causes which produced it. 
The high protection principle, which means obstacles 
"in the way of free movement of goods." has been 
tried and found faulty. This country is paying dearly 
for the tariff increases of recent months. The cost 
will pile up at long as the duties remain at their 
present height.
